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It is Sunday afternoon as I 
write. Partner and Taffy have 
gone over to the golf links for 
a walk and I am sitting outside 
on the patio for the first time 
this spring.

ence. I have just put fresh 
crumbs into the feeding station. 
Several. birds have come to it 
already and then, seeing me, 
have flown away again. After 
a few days they will 
I am harmless and will come 
to feed regardless. 


For a time I was disappointed 
in the results from my feeding- 
station -- I thought the only 
birds taking advantage of it 
were starlings. And then one 
day; when there were so many 
of them, I noticed there were 
geveral different species, That 
sent me in search of my bird- 
‘book. From it I discovered that 
all members of the blackbird 
‘family are not starlings. The 
common starling, imported from 
England, which we dislike so 
much, is the yellow-beaked bird. 
Most other blackbirds have 
black or grey beaks and very 
few of them are‘destructive. My 


ook lists eight different species. 


“Brewer's Blackbird” which I 
@uppose most of us take for a 
starling, is particularly’ benefi- 
cial in destroying insects. It 
fooks like a large starling ex- 
cept that it has a black beak, 
and a greenish-purple head with 
a lovely metallic sheen. It al- 
‘ways reminds mie of the gorge- 
ous colouring of a peacock’s tail, 
Also beneficial is the Rusty 
Blackbird or Grackle—all black 
ut with rusty overtones and a 
harsh voice. And of course 
everyone is familiar with the 
Red-winged Blackbird and its 
elear call — “O-kee-ree . . .

deners. 


The smallest of the blackbird 
family is the Cowbird. Every 
farmer knows the cowhbird, 
Flocks of them follow ~ him 
around during spring-seeding or 
congregate in pastures where 
cattle are browsing. They spell 
death to millions of insects but 
their domestic life leaves much 
to be desired. Like the English 
cuckoo, they are parasites; never 
build a nest for themselves or 
raise their own young. They lay 
their eggs in other birds’ nests, 
usually a day or two before the 
rightful owners. By this means 
the cowbird eggs hatch ahead of 
the others and the baby birds, 
having a head start, win out in 
thé battle for food. The fledg- 
lings eventually crowd , their 
companions out of the nest be- 
fore they are ready to fly. And 
so the usurpers live at the ex- 
pense of the natives. (Come to 
think of it, history might reveal 
a parallel in human behaviour 
if we’should look for it. But we 
won't go into that now... 
better to stay with the birds.) . 

To my surprise I found the 
Oriole is also a member of the 
blackbird family. Everyone 
knows and loves the oriole. His 
swe song and brilliant plu- 
mage is unmistakeable. So, after 
studying the various species of 
blackbirds and starlings, I now 
fee] much happier about keep- 
ing their feeding station well 
supplied with crumbs and tid- 
bits. I hated to think all I was 
feeding Was a flock of pesky 


'* starlings.( But now, after watch- 


ing them, I know we get just as 
many blackbirds with black 
beaks as yellow. But, unfortun- 
ately, we can’t feed one without 
the other. 

‘'Vith so much going on in the 
world today you may wonder 
that I should devote so much 
time to thinking and writing 
abolit the birds. But you Know 
how it is, in times of stress some 
find solace in one way, some in 
another. Some lose themselves 
in work, others go out on a 
binge. I find comfort in nature.

say “God's in his heaven, all’s 
right with the world.” To even 
think such a thing would be 
foolish. The world is far from 
right. But we know: it could be

‘Start By Accident? 


“] have a great fear that there 
will be a third world war,” said 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer: when Ke 
was asked what message he had 
for the coming summit confer- 
ence in Paris. “Every day the 
great powers delay disarmament 
we add to the awful threat of 
atomic war.” 

The renowned Christian hu- 
manitarian and 1952 winner of 
the Nobel Peace Prize was 
speaking to Lisle M. Ramsey, 
a St. Louis advertising executive, 
at Schweitzer’s hospital in Lam- 
baréné, French Equatorial Afri- 
ca. This month Ramsey, who 
heads the Religious Heritage of 
America, a national interfaith 
organization which sponsored 
his trip, gave ‘NEWSWEEK high- 
lights of the interview 

“Although Dr. Seweitzer, was 
celebrating his 85th birthday 
(Jan. 14),” reports Ramsey, “it 
would be wrong to give the. im- 
pression that he is a gloomy old 
man. He acts twenty - years 
younger, and_his sense of humor 
is bright and hearty. ‘My friend,’ 
he cautidned me, ‘never forget 
how to have humor. It is so ne- 
cessary when there are so many 
serious problems that 
serious thought’.”

Sleepless Britons Are Asking 
Who Is Making “The Big Hum’?

Canterbury, England — In the 
peaceful apple orchards of East 
Kent, thé garden basket of Eng- 
land, people are walking around 
red-eyed for lack of sleep. 


It’s all because of the Big 
Hum, the mysterious noise which 
murders sleep and undermines 
the health of those who hear it. 


Nobody . knows what causes 
the Big Hum. Some say that it 
comes from a secret atomic. in- 
stallation underground, others, 
that it is caused by’ industrial 
equipment, such as dynamos, 
generators or cold storage plants. 


Still others blame Russian 
radio-jamming techniques or 
American radar devices. But no- 
body knows. 

Nor is the Big Hum confined 
to East Kent. I have seen let- 
ters from people as far apart as 
Cornwall and Dublin who com- 
plain of the noise, claiming that 
it is driving them batty. A few 
of the letters are from obvious 
cranks but most of them sound 
sincere. 

The Big Hum hasbeen the 
subject of a question in Parlia- 
ment, but the Ministries of Sci- 
ence, Supply and Aviation dis- 
claim of all responsibility for the 
noise. So do) the electricity 
boards and the General Post Of- 
fice; which is responsible for all 
telephone installations. 

In a picturesque, timbered cot- 
tage in the village of Molash, 
Kent (population 259), I talked 
to bearded novelist Edward 
Hyams and his wife, the couple 
who started the furore over the 
hum. 

Hyams, an ex-Royal Navy 
radar officer, hears the hum- 
ming noise only occasionally, But 
his wife, who writes cook books, 
says: 

“I've tried everything to blot 
out the noise. I've put wax plugs 
in my ears, tied a woolen scarf 
around my head, taken sleeping 
pills and sat up in bed reading 
a book on How to Sleep by Re- 
laxing, byt it still does no good. 
My bedroom sounds as though it 
were a spinning top.” 

What does the hum 
like? 

“It is low-pitched and inter- 
mittent,” Mrs. Hyams explained, 
“It is stronger inside the house 
than outside, louder at night 
than during the daytime; and on 
weekends it is worse.”

The couple. began to feel that 
perhaps they were going daffy 
until the letters started flooding 
in. As a,rseult of a press inter- 
view and a television appear- 
ance, Hyams has received over 
400 letters from all parts of 
Britain complaining of the Big 
Hum. A large number have come 
from Kent. ; 


Like Hyams, most of the let- 


ter-writers had had electric 
mains, telephone wiring, walter 
pipes. and electric appliances 


checked in an effort to eliminate 
the noise. But the writers differ 
in their description of the Big 
Hum. Some say that is low- 
pitched and intermittent; others, 
that it is a continuous, high- 
pitched sound. 

The Big Hum has other pe- 
culiarities. It is heard more dis- 
tinctly near the sea coast than 
inland, it varies with the wind 
and fog magnifies it. Adults, ap- 


|. parently, are more prone to hear 


it than children, 

Novelist Hyams, who is also 
somthing of a radar expert has 
this possible explanation for the 
noise:: 

“It may be that the hum is 
caused by two noises with differ- 
ent frequencies that travel un- 
derground like shock waves. In 
that case, a house could act as a 


_ body, 


wave. 

“Mind you, we don't want to 
be unreasonable about it, but the 
authorities refuse to take us into 
their confidence. They treat us 
like children.” 

His wife, who comes up to 
London frequently to get away 
from the Big Hum, agreed. 

“All we want is to live in 
peace and to enjoy our garden,” 
she’ sighed. “Why should we be 
sounded out of our peaceful cot- 
tage by this dreadful noise?”’;

Philomela, or the Nightingale, 
is the head of the somewhat 
large bird-family of Warblers, 
and is the most renowned of all 
feathered songsters, though some 
judges think the garden-ousel 
exceeds it in mellowness, and 
the thrush in compass of voice, 
but that, in every other respect, 
it excels them all. For my part, 
however, I think no singing-bird 
is equal to it; and listening to it 
when in full song, in the still- 
ness of a summer's night am 
ready to say with good old Izaak 
Walton: 


“The nightingale, another. of 
my airy creatures, breathes such 
sweet music out of her little in- 
strumental throat, that it might 
make mankind to think that 
miracles had not ceased. He that 
at midnight, when the weary 
labourer sleeps securely, should 
hear, as I have very often heard, 


the clear airs, the sweet descants, . 


the natural rising and falling, 
the doubling and redoubling of 
her voice, might well be lifted 
above earth and say, ‘Lord, what 
music hast Thou provided for 
the saints in heaven, when Thou 
affordest bad men such music on 
earth!’” 


In colour, the upper parts of 
the nightingale are of. a rich 


-brown; the tail of a reddish tint; 


the throat and underparts of the 
greyish-white; the neck 
and breast, grey; the bill and 
legs, light brown. Its size is 
about that of the garden war- 
blers, which it resembles in 
form—being, in fact, one of that 
family. Thus, the most admired 
of all singers—the subject of 
poets’ songs and eulogies, the 
bird that people gvalk far and 
wide to listen to, of which they 
talk for weeks before it comes, 
noting down the day of its ar- 
rival as if it were the Queen or 
the Queen's son—is yet nothing 
but a Aittle insignificant brown 
bird, not to be named with the 


parrot for plumage, nor with the 


little goldfinch, who always 
looks as if he had his Sunday 
suit on. P 


But this is a good lesson for us. 
The little brown. nightingale, 
with his little brown wife in the 
thickety copse, with their simple 
unpretending nest, not-built up 
aloft on the.tree branch, but 
humbly at the tree’s root, or even 
on the very ground itself, may 
teach (us that the world’s exter- 
nal show or costliness is not true 
greatness. The world’s best bird- 
singer might have been as big 
as an eagle, attired in colours of 
blue and scarlet and orange like 
the grandest macaw. But the 


and his furiousness . were 
sufficient for the eagle, and his 
shining vestments for the ma- 
caw: whilst the bird to which 
was given the divinest gift of 
song must be humble and unob- 
trusive, small of size, with no 
surpassing beauty of plumage, 


and loving best to hide itself in 


the thick seclusion of the copse 
in which broods the little mo- 
ther-bird, the very counterpart 
of himself, upon her olive-col- 
oured eggs.

How A Tennis 
Champion Started 


I walked out to the back rooni 
just after my family moved into 
our new house. A three-year-old, 
I was naturally excited about 
shifting from one house to an- 
other. I wanted to look around. 
Somehow I propped myself up 
on the bench at the window and, 
with my head barely showing 
over the ledge, looked out. There 
were grown-ups playing a 
strange game out in the sun on 
the four courts at the back of 
the new house. My parents claim 
I was fascinated and kept point- 
ing at the players, and I sup- 
pose I was puzzied by that 
and those 
things in the players’ hands. 

That was the first time I be- 
came aware of the game of ten- 
nis. Whenever I thought of it, I 
returned to the seat by the win- 
dow, peered through, and tried 
to work-out what it was all 
about. . 


We all played in the traffic out 
in the front street with our billy- 
earts, made from old grocery 
store crates with ball-bearings 
for wheels. One year, during the 
echool holidays, my mother got 
a bit worried about this and, to 
keep me off the street, took me 
to the courts in back to play 
tennis. Although I was just-past 
five at the time and hadn't found 
@ut much from watching the 
players from the window... 
my mother says I rarely had a 
racket out of my hand for seven 
years after that. ~ 


At the start, I played with an 
old racket people used to call 
my “onion bag,” which a law- 
er from a local social club gave 
me. It was strung loosely be- 


cause, as all boys do, I gave it 


pretty rough wear. Worn out and 
battered, with the paint peeling 
off, it’s still somewhere in the 
basement at Wigham Road. 


Every morning I got up 


) around five and used my “onion 


bag” to hit a ball against our 
garage door in the lane out- 
mide the court. Mum, got com- 
plaints from the neighbors about 
the noise I made so early in the 
day. I practiced barefoot on the 
asphalt court because I played 
eo much I would have worn out 
my canvas shoes too fast. My 
feet had been hardened by play- 
ing in the street. 

My family couldn’t afford to 
get me a new racket, for even at 
about half of today's cost, they 
were still expensive for an aver- 
age family. A year or so after 
I started with the “onion bag,” 
they bought me a new racket for 
Christmas, but they had to jug- 
gle a bit with the housekeeping 
money to manage it. 

Because the war was on and 
there were few adults about to 
play tennis with, my mother 
took up the game just to give me 
the opportunity to practice. She 
taught me how to score, and we 
played a few games together. 
None of the boys my age played 
tennis, and I began to run 
around with people a few years 
older. than myself. — From “The 
Lew Hoad Story,” by Lew Hoad 
with Jack Pollard.

TV Violence 
Shocks Britons 


Protests on the excess of viol- 
lence in TV entertainment are 
mounting from every part of the 
country. <A group of Glasgow 
magistrates has demanded. tele- 
vision censorship. The Scottish 
Housewives’ Association: has 
made strong representations on 
the subject. The Warwickshire 
Federation of Women’s Institutes 
has passed a resolution condemn- 
ing TV horror. Questions have 
been asked in the House. 


Violence is, of course, inesca- 
pable in any entertainment 
ee sets out to portray life, 

in reasonable doses it is ac) 
saetabie. But TV gives too much 
of it. 


I have before me a nical 
week's television programmes. 
On Sunday: an “Interpol” story 
starting out with the discovery 
of the body of a murdered girl. 
On Monday: an episode in the 
current private eye series "Philip 
Marlowe” on the B.B.C. Not be- 
fore time the B.B.C. has banned 
two episodes in this series. 

Tuesday: a play hinging on a 
cold-blooded killing—and one of 
the’ usual Western Gunfight 
sagas. Wednesday: a story of a 
woman who stabs her husband. 
Thursday: a piece about a killer 
waiting to murder a visiting 
VIP. Friday: at 5.15 (children’s 
viewing time), a Western deal- 
ing with blackmail and bank 
robbery and, later, a “Gun Law’” 
episode in which a _ notorious 
killer is out for revenge. 

Saturday: a “Four Just Men” 
story about the planned murder 
ofa princess, and also a “Dial 


. $99" episode about an interna- 


tional crook who commits: mur- 
der in Britain. “Light relief” on 
the alternative channel brings 
viewers. still another Western 
with ruthless outlaws terrorizing 
a town. 

A violence code has been is- 
sued by the B.B.C. in an attempt 
at a “cleanup’—~but much of it 
is half-hearted. For instance, in 
a section giving tips to the pro- 
ducers of children’s programmes 
the following advice is given, A 
choice of weapons in fight se- 


quences is important. Coshes, 
knives, whips and bottles are 
“suspect” than revolvers

The reason: they are 
more easily available! We don’t 
argue that a clean shot through 
the heart from a Colt .45 is pre- 
ferable to a _ bottle -smashed 
across the face—but need child 
viewers suffer either? 

- Much of such vicious enter- 
tainment comes from America, 
or is American-inspired, and this 
American stranglehold must be 
broken. 

Many ‘filmed series made here 
are aimed for the American 
market, the policies often’ dicta- 
ated by the American TV chiefs, 
and many of the scripts written 
in America. 

If the Americans want lurid 
sensationism, and we want to 
provide it for-them, then our TV 
film producers must adopt the 
same policy as the makers of 
cinema feature films, who shoot 
different versions for home and 
overseas markets. The extra-ex- 
pense is negligible. We do .not 
want gun-crazy kids imperilling 
society as in the U.S.A. today. 

Sickening sensationalism is in- 
finitely more serious on TV than 
in the cinema. Say what you will 
about parental authority, or the 
lack of it, children do stay up to 
see programs, and the repetition 
of violence has a hypnotic effect. 
Children are being brought up 
to believe that gun-play, stran- 
gulation and stabbing are com- 
monplace, that physical violence 
is part of everyday life. 

One prominent TV star told 
me, frankly; “I’ve refused to ap- 
pear in, several of the stories 
planned for me. You can’t get 
good stories unless you get good 
writers, and you can’t get good 
writers unless you are willing 
to. pay them well. Television is 
too cheeseparing. The result is 
weak stories which can be. kept 
going only by one fight after an- 
other.” 

As we have said,’ éentertain- 
ment for adults is one thing, but 
young children should not have 
vicious violence pictorially avail- 
able in their own homes at the 
touch of an off-on switch. 

Let us have excitement, thrills 


and suspense by all means. But 
unnecessary violence and = bru- 
tality -must go. From “Tit- 
Bits.”

Weep:ng Madonnas 
Draw Huge Crowds 
The Rev. George Papadeas had 


taken to his bed. “I have a lot 
of stamina,” said the handsome, 


.-4i-year-old priest last month, “I 


fm used to sleeping only three 
or four hours a night, but the 
last month finally got me down.” 


Like Father Papadeas, rhany 
members of the congregation of 
St Paul’s Greek Orthodox 
Church in Hempstead, N.Y., have 
been running short of sleep in 
recent weeks. It all started in 
mid-March when the first of 
three icons of the Madonna be- 
gan to “weep,” and curious peo- 
ple by the busload started con- 
verging on the new Byzantine 
church. The icons’ tears were 
the first such signs that had ever 
occurred in an Orthodox com- 
munity in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 


By now more than 150,000 
persons have visited the icons 
and bought 10,000 photographs 
(at $1 each) and more than 100,- 
000 candles to light in memory 

of departed relatives. On the 
stands that hold the icons—three 
simple lithographs of the Virgin 
—or tied to the silk cord in front 
of them, pilgrims have left some 
$10,000 worth of jewelry. 

The steady flow of the devout 
and the curious has put an un- 
usual burden on the congrega- 
tion. The regular activities of 


the church organizations (Mr. 


and Mrs. Club, Young Adults, 
Women’s Auxiliary, and the va- 
rious youth groups) have been 
drastically curtailed as members 
pitched in to help make the vis- 
itors welcome (5,000 cups of 
coffee and hundreds of loaves of 
pound cake were served one 
Suey Saturday). A gala bazaar 
has been put off till next March; 


‘time originally allotted to dances 


and other social functions is now 
given to lectures ‘and discussions 
on the icons, 


As the church secretary, Mrs. 


Electra Karamargin, puts it: 
“From the minute I walk into 
the office in the morning, the 
phone doesn't stop ringing. But 
what's happened here is very in- 
spiring. It makes you keep going 
and going, and fimally you look 
up and say, ‘My heavens! Is it 
that late already?’” 

Father Papadeas, who was back 
on his feet makes the report 
that church membership has rfe- 
en to/a high of 1,500. Regular 
services in the church, which 
seats 700 and stands another 300, 
are jammed. “The 9:15 Sunday 
service, which was never crowd- 
ed, is now over capacity,”- he 
says. “The late morning service 
is pure asphyxiation!” 

This new life for the St. Paul's 
community began last March 16, 
when Mrs. Panagiotis -Catsounis 
saw tears coming from the left 
eye of an icon which she kept in 
her home in nearby Island Park. 
First friends and neighbors, then 
a steady stream of people, came 
to see the “miracle.” On March 
23, the icon was taken to St. 
Paul's, 

The second icon belonged to 
Mrs. Peter Koulis, a great-aunt 
of Mrs. Catsounis, who lives in 
Oceanside. It began weeping on 
April 12, and two days later was 
taken to St. Paul’s, where it was 
enshrined by Archbishop Iakov- 
os, Greek Orthodox Primate of 
North and South America. The 
third is a Madonna which the 
archbisop gave to Mrs. Koulis to 
replace the second. It began 
“tearing” on May 7, and by the 
end of the month was reported 
still showing signs of tears (the 
other two have now stopped). 
“The first weeping Madonna,” 
says Father Papadeas, “was so 


tremendous that I didn’t look for 
a second sign. When the second 
came, it was a sight to behold— 
the liquid seemed to be coming 
from right inside her eyes. I was 
strongly tempted to make no 
public announcement about the 
third icon. I said to Mrs.- Koulis: 
‘Look here, 4,000 people ‘ went 
through your apartment last 
time. Let’s take the new one 
right to the church’.” 

As Father Papadeas explains 
it: “Most of our people feel that 
God has spoken through the 
icons, that He has very vividly 
brought His message, that He is 
very close to us."—From NEWS- 
WEEK.

So only about 
25 per cent of the U.S. nation’s 
population receives the benefits 
of fluoridation. 

While testing calcium phos- 
phate, NIH also is trying to de- 
termine how fluoride works and 
why its best results are found 
among children. 

It has been determined that 
persons who always drank a 
proper amount of fluoride in 
their water had 60 per cent 
fewer cavities»than those who 
did not, or those who started 
after they had all their adult 
teeth. 

Scientists theorize that the 
chemical rearranges the mole- 
cules in the teeth, making them 
stronger. They emphasize, how- 
ever, that fluoride alone will not 
stop all cavities. Regular brush- 
ing, proper diet and dental - 


check-ups are still necessary.

Was Still Simple. 


The climate of Laos is, as they 
say, monsoonal, steamy in the 
summer in the lowlands and 
chilly in the mountains and high 
plateaus, with a relatively dry 
winter and spring and heavy 
reins the rest of the year that 
leave a good deal of the coun- 
try unapproachable except by 
dugout or by helicopter.

Vocabulary For 
The Handy Man 


“Batts” don't necessarily live 
in ‘belfries, “squares” aren't 4l- 
ways those who are not “hep,” 
and “furring” can be either the 
collar of a woman's coat or strips 
of wood. 


These terms can be baffling to 
the uninitiated, but every home 
owner or buyer should be fa- 
miliar with them. 


These are terms used by. build- 
ers, remodeling experts, and al- 
most everyone who can hammer 
a nail to complete a ‘do it your. 
self’ project. 


Experts explain that “batts’ 
are rectangular sections of rock 
wool enveloped in heavy-duty 
paper or aluminum foil for use 
in insulating. a house. 


A “square” is an area 10 feet 
by 10 feet (100 square feet), a 
unit of measurement used to de- 
termine the amount of materials 
and labor required to cover a 
roof. The roof on an average 
house measures approximately 
20 to 26 squares and a builder 
er roofer uses this yardstick to 
estimate his casts. 


Mink may interest the lady 
in the household but “furring” 
may be much more interesting 
—and ‘a great deal less expen- 
sive—to the family handy man. 
“Purring”: refers ta the strips of 
wood or metal that are applied 
to walls, ceilings, or roofs to 
provide even surfaces for instal- 
ation of wall board, acoustical! 
tile, or shingles. 

These are only a few of the 
more common building terms 
that should be included in the 
vocabulary of the handy man. 

Some of the meanings of a few 
commonly used building terms 
follow: . ° 

Sheathing—Fibreboard or gyP- 
sum, often impregnated with 
asphalt, which covers the exter- 
ior frame of a house. 

Siding—The exterior finish of 
a house, generally wood, brick, 
sluminum, asphalt, or asbestos 
shingling.

Telephone diajs will begin spinning here on Sunday morning. 

At 3.01 a.m. Sunday, in’a co-ordinated program that will take less 
than two minutes to complete, sae Madoc telephone system will be converted | 
to dial operation. 

At the time, all local telephones will get new humbers consisting | 
of the exchange designation 473 and four figures. These numbers are listed , 
in the telephone directory supplement, mailed to customérs this week. 

The number disk on all local telephones now show the Aréa Code for | 
this region just above the telephone number. This three-figure Area Code 613 | 
is part of each customer’s long distance number, and should be included | 


e~wwhen they give their telephone numbers to out-of-town Wiends, relatives and 


business associates, R. 8. O'Rourke, Bell Telephone manager for this region, | 
said this week. 

The changeover to dial Sunday \will be made with virtually no 
interruption in telephone service. Early Sunday morning was chosen as the 
appropriate time as there are few conversations in progress at that time. 

The actual changeover to the dial equipment will be made ac- 
cording to a closely co-ordinated procedure, requiring split-second timing 
to insure that the period when an the community’s telephones are “dead” 
is kept to a minimum. 

When the sign to begin is given, the power will be shut off at the 
manual exchange on Durham Street and a gang of men wearing goggles 
will go into action to disconnect all lines leading to the old switchboards. 

' The goggles are necessary because of the method of disconnection. 
Cords are strung behind the heat coilse—fuses which guard against jolts 
of high voltage on the lines—so that they can be ripped out by the 
hundreds. And, as there -are two to each line, hundreds of them will be 
flying through the air when the cords are pulled. This operation will re- 
quire about 30 seconds. 

As soon as the old exchange is dead, the signal will be passed over | 
a spebial line to the dial exchange, building on Prince Albert Street where | 
another gang will stand in readiness to remove blocking picks from the | 
dial equipment. These picks are, like the heat cgils, attached to cords $0) 
that they can be yanked out in a few seconds. $ soon as they are gone, | 
the dial equipment will be in operation. 

After that, Madoc telephone users will no longer hear the familiar | 
“Number, please?” when they pick up the receiver. Instead, they will hear | 
the hum of the dial tone, which announces that the switching equipment is! 
ready to handle the call. As the first callers dial, the switching equipment | 
in the new exchange will begin to click, opening a new era in Madoc’s |

Hypnotism — “— tightly enough 
in many cases — is basking in an 
aura of respectability nowadays 
Tt is common knowledge that it 
is successfully used in cases of 
childbirth and teeth extraction, 
for instance, and its success in 
such contexts has been acknow!l- 
edged by doctors of the highest 
integrity. 

But hynotism is a double- 
edged sword. As with perhaps 
none other of the healing arts, 
it can be used by an unscrupul- 
ous expert for the furtherance 
‘of the most evil and disgraceful 
ends ’ 


The ordinary person, who in- 
stinctively trusts any profession- 
al expert implicitly—be he doctor 
or lawyer or dentist or psycholo- 
gist — or hypnotist — should be 
warned of this danger. 

It is inevitable that hypnosis 
can easilf be involved in sex. 
Even when “open and above 
board” music-hall. “turns” were 
staged, consisting of hypnosis 
demonstrations, this was at once 
evident. 

Those performances (which 
were; incidentally, deprecated 
and denounced by, among others, 
the late Lord Horder, one of the 
most famous of physicians) were 
seldom edifying and often dan- 
gerous to the subjects, who were 
recruited from the audience. It 
Was nearly invariable for the 
hypnotist to suggest to women, 
in order to raisé a laugh; that 
they should do what they would 
never ordinarily dream of doing 
Obscenity Was never far away. 

On some of the volunteers 
. from the audience the lasting 
effect was injurious. And a law- 
suit against a hynotist by one 
woman, who alleged she had be- 
come a melancholi¢d after her 
experience at. the chands of a 
music-hall hypnostist, put an end 
to that particular form of enter- 
tainment. And not too soo in) on 
all accounts. 

Hypnotism. whatever its mer- 
its may be, is certainly'a danger 
when it is in unscrupulous 
hands, even though nobody can 
be persuaded by hypnotic influ- 
ence to do what is foreign to his 
of her nature. That, however, is 
not a- sufficient Safeguard, be- 
cause a hypnotized subject might 
be impelled to give rein’ to in- 
stincts which. are latent and 
would remain latent if the pos- 
sessor had not been hypnotized. 

A genuine saint could not be 
persuaded to behave like Bill 
Sikes. But a potential criminal, 
who would otherwise restrain his 
inclinations, might easily indulge 
them if the hypnotist put that 
thought into his mind. As we 
have already stated, the possi- 
bilities with young women who, 
though of weak character in cer- 
tain respects would normally re- 
main virtuous, require no ela- 
boration.

¢ribed himself as a hypnotist- 
healer — his fees were enormous 
- attempted at the outset to in- 
duce a young woman undergoing 
treatment to take off her clothes, 
and he strenuously reinforced 
that attempt at subsequent ses- 
sions.

That is strong language, but 
not too strong for any of those

Hypnotism has, indeed, shown 
that it can be a power for good 
when practised. by men of char- 
acter, but recourse to it should 
be made only on the advice of

From Drowning 


The mighty albatross, king of 
sea birds that soar, is in trouble 
with the men of the U.S. Navy. 

More than 130,000 of these 
birds, which have stupendous 
powers of flight and wings which 
may measure up to 15 ft, from 
tip to tip, have become a serious 
menace to aircraft on. Midway 
Island'in the Pacific 

U.S. Navy planes are base& 
there and trouble occurs when, 
durimg the nesting season which 
begins in November and Decem- 
ber, the birds cross the runways. 
In one year there have been 500 
collisions, some resulting in 
death to the birds and damage 
#° aircraft. 


If drawn into the air intake 
tubes of. jet planes, the alba- 
trosses could cause crashes, so 
the airmen are trying to peér- 
suade the birds to leave the is- 
land. : 

Scarecrows, cocky: fires and 
signal lights are being used, but 
the albatrosses show no sign of 
quitting. It is now planned to 
pave wide areas round the run- 
ways so that the birds can’t in 
future scrape out hollows for 
their. nests. 


When designing rapid-soaring / 


and other special aircraft in the 
twenties. and thirties, experts 
studied the albatross as the most 
perfect example of a flying ma- 
chine. Attempts are still being 
made to wring from the bird 
some of its flying secrets. 

No one likes to kill or harm 
an albatross. An old supersti- 
tion of sailors that ill luck at- 
tends the killing at sea of an 
albatross is the theme of Cole- 
ridge’s poem, “The Ancient Mar- 
iner,” 

A German naval officer who 
fought in the first world war 
revealed that he owed his life to 
an albatross, 

While serving as a boy in a 
windjammer he was washed 
overboard. He managed to keep 
himself afloat until help arrived 
by holding on to the legs of a 
giant albatross which had swoop- 
ed down to attack him in the 
water. His hands were lacerated 
badly and the scars remained 
with him for life. 

An enormous albatross follow- 
ed the Repulse for about a hun- 
dred miles in 1925 when the 


. Duke of Windsor—then Prince 


of Wales—was sailing in her. He 
and others aboard filmed the 
bird. Another albatross followed 
a ship for 3,000 miles. 

The bird can ride mountainous 
waves in perfect comfort but 
sailors say he is apt to suffer 
from seasickness when, on rare 
occasions, he lands on the deck 


of a ship. He is also quite un- 
able to take off from the deck, 
He is usualy put into the water 
again Wnd flies off, none the 
worse for his experience.

radio. Fox always turns on a 
radio mornings when he is away 
from his family, lest he slip back 
to sleep. He dressed slowly, put- 
ting’on a blue shirt and a gray 
suit. At 32, Jacob Nelson Fox, 
. @ throwback to the old days and 
1959's most valuable player in 
the American League, was get- 
ting ready to start his twelfth 
season. 

Nellie Fox plays baseball’ as 
though Babe Ruth. had never

Best Fishing 
Baits Are Free 


eects 


Many times we've seen a cal- 
endar picture of a small, bare- 
foot boy) in faded bib overalls 
and a picture of health. In one 
band, draped over his shoulder, 
he carries a cane pole — equip- 


ped with a cotton string, a cork. 


bobber and a long-shanked hook; 
in the other hand he holds a 
string of fine bass. He is non- 
chalantly sauntering past a man 
who is attired in a natty fishér- 
man garb and possessing an awe- 
some array of lishing gadgets. 
On his stringer there is a lonely 
bass. 


This picture illustrates vividly 
that there is nothing so fine for 
catching fish as natural bait, if 
you use it properly. To ef- 


fective such bait should al- 


lowed ‘to move, drift, sink, or 
swim naturally, unhampered by 
heavy sinkers. 

Here are some suggestions 
about different kinds of bait, 
end where they may be found. 


Frogs make an excellent bait 


and they are especially effec- 


tive for bankline fishing. Cat- 

fish find frogs a tasty item, as 

do largemouth bass. 
Earthworms, grasshoppers and 


. erayfish are also widely used 


for bait. These animals are soli- 
tary .livers, and hide by day 
under stones, and in crevices 
Crayfish have been used success- 
fully as bait for such species as 
drum, catfish, and smallmouth 
and largemouth bass. 


Young crayfish are most de- 


sired ‘as bait since they grow 
rapidly and are plentiful. This 
is not to imply that fish will not 
take the adults. They live ap- 
proximately three years and be- 
come numerous where there are 
few natural enemies. New ponds, 


irrigation or drainage ditches, 


and pools in small streams are 
all choice places to look for 
crayfish. 

Stone flies are found near ra- 
pid streams and wave-washed 
rocky shores of lakes. These in- 
sects are called stone flies be- 
cause the immature forms (nai- 
ads) can be found clinging to the 
underside of stones. The naiads 
may be captured by quickly 
picking up the stone and. turn- 
ing it over. Full grown naiads 
ean be used as bait for pan fish, 
trout, and other species that in- 
habit well aerated waters. At 
best, stone-fly naiads are rela- 
tively small and when they are 
weed for bait on small hooks 
no larger than No, 7's and as 
small as No, 12 or 14 they can 
provide lots of action. 

The body of a young stone fly 
ie depressed. The antennae are 
jong and slender as are the ceroi 
(a pair of appendages on the last 
segment-O! the abdomen). These 
naiadsa can move rapidly as they 
catch and feed upon other aquée- 
the insecta including thelr own 
kind. 

May flies are soft-bodied 
aquatic insects, The adults (ime- 
go) do not feed and therefore 
are short-lived. The adults of 
many species leave the water, 


o 


molt twite, Maite, lay (aciwr eggs 
and die in the course of one 
evening. Both the imago and the 
naiad may be used for bait, ai- 
though both forms are fragile, 
delicate, and small, In most cg#ts 
the young are somewhat better 
for bait because they are gen- 
erally ‘sturdier o: body. The 
young spend from one to three 
years on the bottom of lakes 
and: stream: where they feed 
upon vegetable matter, Naiads 
can be captured .by dipping up 
tiom debris. 

There is some misunderstand- 
ing about the hellgrammite or 
dobson fly; however, ‘it is the 
larvae of the larger well-known 
horned Corydalus that - fisher- 
men prize as bait. The larvae 
live under stones in stream beds 
and are most abundant where 
the water is swift. They feed 
upon the naiads of stone flies, 
May. flies arid other insects. 
When the larvae are about two 
years and 11 months old, they 
prepare to transform into adults. 


Hellgrammites are active and 
difficult to capture. The integu- 
ment of the larvae is very tough 
and will stay on the hook quite 
well, Quite often more than one 
fish can be taken with a hell. 
grammite. 

White grubs or grub worms 
are used for bait by many fish- 
ermen, These untidy appearing 
larvae are the young of insects 
known. as June bugs or, more 
correctly, 
larvae live a few inches below 
the ground surface and feed 
upon plant roots. They are com- 
monly found near rich organic 
matter, such as old manure piles. 


These larvae are shy creatures © 


and are found under stones or 
rubbish. They are not used often 
as bait by fishermen; however, 
when bait is scarce and fish are 
biting, a quick search will usu- 
ally produce one of the many 
forms. In general, most of the 
ground beetle larvae are rela- 
tively small and can stay on a 
small hook. 


Larvae of the click beetles, 
commonly called wire worms, 
can also be found near the 
ground surface where they feed 
on roots -of plants. 


These insects are related and 
belong to a large ordér which 
includes some of the .common 
and widely known insects. There 
ia no finer bait for trout. 

Cricketsand roaches, at times, 
make good bluegill bait — espe- 
cially medium-sized crickets. Fly 
fishermen who have the skill 
to use these insects as bait, find 
them productive for pan fish. 

Many immature as well as 
mature insect forms that are 


available make good bait. The 


corn-ear worm is available .in 
summer and makes a good bait 
for pan fish and bullheads. A 
good bait for fall and winter 
bluegill fishing, are the cut 
worms that plague our gardens, 
and the winter larvae, such as 
the “stalk borer,’ which may be 
found in stalks of weeds and 
corn stalks. 

Little need be said about the 
yalue of the lowly worm to 
anglers. There is probably no 
finer fish bait than this wiry 
creature: They are numerous in 
soil which contains humus and 
abundant moisture, and very 
scarce in poor, acid, sandy or dry 


soil. Where worms are plenti- 
’ 


ful their.‘castings” will be found 
on the ground surface, giving 4 
clue of where to dig. When soil 
is moist and temperature mo- 
derate, each worm lies by day 
in the upper part of its bur- 
row, anterior end uppermost, 
with the entrance plugged by 
bits of debris. After dark the 
worm pushes its anterior end out 
over the ground surface to for- 
age and mate. The worms will 
withdraw quickly when light is 
flashed on them; however, they 
tolerate red light. Anglers who 
ere skilled with fly-fishing 
equipment are highly successful 
et taking pan fish when using 
these worms. 

There is much personal satia- 
faction to be gained in possess- 
ing a asmidgin of know-how 
about some of the creature of 
6ur outdoors. In the final analy- 
ais nature will provide abund- 
antly for those who bother to 
learn her ways, and use her

To Save Millions 
While the leading statesmen

the face of the earth. 

A small international army of 
doctors, nurses and their assist-

terprise is better known in

Malaria is one of the world’s 
oldest scburges. It brings suf- 
fering and death to babies, saps 
the energy of adults, and in its 


vast areas. Once it was preva- 
lent in Britain—Oliver Crow- 
well was a victim. To-day, ma- 
laria is a constant threat to the 
health and livelihood of millions. 
Two million die of it every year 
and over 200 million suffer at- 
tacks from it. 

Nothing like WJi0O's total war 

against malaria has even been 
attempted. In these troubled 
days, it shows, hearteningly,’ 
that the nations can —work to- 
gether for a common purpose. 
The enemy is the blood-sucking 
anopheles mosquito, which bites 
a person infected with malaria, 
picks up the deadly parasite, 
and shoots it into the blood- 
stream of a healthy person with 
another bite.

This impressive programme 
has sent men of many races into 
action with spray guns in some 
of the wildest parts of the 
world.

disease-carrying. 

To prevent their reinfecting 


he trained them to spray their 
folding tents, and became re- 
nowned on the nomad trail as 
El Mudir Malaria (Big Chief 
Malaria). 

A Swiss nurse has taught 
Cambodians to help themselves, 
and her first two Cambodian 
trainees have gone to Canada for 
further training. A pretty Eng- 
lish nurse wins the confidence 
and co-operation of tough Af- 
ghan tribesmen.. Sanatarian 
MacInnes of WHO leads a sup- 
ply team of bearers through 
mountain passes with tons of 
material for the anti-malarial 
campaign in Nepal. In every 
part of the world, the war is 
being carried to the enemy on 
every form of transport known 
to man. 

The war map at Geneva shows 
many successes. Malaria ~ still 
maintains a toe-hold in Europe, 
but mopping up operations 
should finish it by 1962. Greece 
is almost free. The enemy has 
been annihilated in British Gu- 
jana, Ceylon-and Cyprus, and is 
in retreat-in Afghanistan, India, 
South America and the Philip- 
pines. 

Health and prosperity are re- 
turning to many previously dis- 
eased and desolate areas. Africa 
is the last formidable malarial 
stronghold which remains to be 
stormed.

Do You Grind Your 
Teeth At Night? 


An American Air Force dental 
expert, Dr. Allen Brewer, has 
discovered that a person who 
actually chews for only ten min- 
utes a day during his waking 
hours may grind his teeth‘for as 
long as four hours while sleep- 
ing. 

He discovered this by install- 
ing tiny radio transmitters in 
artificial teeth in an effort to find 
out why they wear out. The tiny 
sets sent out. signals whenever 
the wearer chewed or brought 
his teeth together. 


Amplified and recorded on a

nals reveal.not only how often 
a patient chews, but also how 
hard he chews and how his teeth

Have Survived ? 


Could modern neurosurgery 
have saved Abraham Lincoln's 
life? 

Perhaps so. Lt. Col. George J. 
Hayes, a Civil\ War buff and 
chief of neurosurgery at Walter 
Reed General Hospital, Wast- 
ington, D.C., decribed in a 
speech at the Army hospital re- 
cently how today's brain sur- 
eons would handle an injury 
similar to Lincoln’s and possihiy 
save a life. * 

Standing behind the President 
on that fateful night of April 
14, 1865, John Wilkes Booth held 
a small pistol 3 to 4 feet from 
the back of Lincoln’s head, and 
fired. The bullet entered 1 inch 
to the left side of the President's 
skull. It tore upwards and stop- 
ped just above the left eyebrow. 

Along its pathway, the bullet 
crushed bone and tissue. Blood 
flowed into the President's eye 
sockets; his -brain began to 
swell; “All these things hap- 
pened in a closed box—the brain 
— which regulates the blood 
and breathing,’ Colonel 
Hayes said. Lincoln lived for 
nine hours. But the pressure of 
the brain on the veins and 
arteries gradually depressed the 


‘Prsident’s breathing and ended 


his life. Lincoln’s doctors, includ- 
ing Army Surgeon Gen. Joseph 
K. Barnes, “gave Lincoln the 
best medical care possible at the 
time,” Hayes said. 

Today, said Colonel Hayes, 
Lincoln would be rushed to Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital. In the operat- 
ing room, his head would be 
shaved; under anesthesia, doc- 
tors would (1) perform a tra- 
cheotomy (a slit in the wind- 
pipe to aid breathing), (2) ad- 
minister transfusions, (3) clean 
bone and tissue out of the bullet 
track, and (4) bore holes in the 
skull to wash out hemorrhages 
and relieve brain congestion. 
“We would have had about a 
50-50 chance of saving Lincoln’s 


life,” concluded Colonel Hayes. 


“But if he survived, the Presi- 
dent would have been unable to 
see with his right eye; and his 
right side would probably have 
been paralyzed. He might have 
beer’ unable to speak or under- 
stand words... Abraham Lin- 
coln would have preferred death 
to such a fate.” — From NEWS- 
WEEK.

British Say American-Made 
TV Programs Too Brutal

London — The British Broad- 
casting@orporation has barred 
the sound of bones being broken 
from its television programs. 


From now on, the sheriffs and 
‘Villains of TV Westerns must 

shoot from the hip, and no fun- 
ny stuff. No  bone-crunching, 
eye-gouging, knives protruding 
from backs, whipping scenes —~ 
all of this is out. 

So are monsters in modern 
dress, and background music 
used to create a “frightening at- 
mosphere.” 

It’s all part of the BBC's 
crack-down on violence, parti- 
cularly in television programs 

at are likely to be seen by 

ildren. It could have an ef- 
fect on, American makers of TV. 
films. For next to the domestic 
market, Britain is America’s best 
customer for TV serials. 

Already, American TV film 
makers are beginning to feel the 
pinch. Two episodes each from 
“Lhramie” and 
lowe” have been dropped by 
BBC on the grounds that they 
might “cause offense to view- 
ers.” American Westerns in gen- 
eral are being carefully scrutin- 
ized for unnecessary violence. 

Britain has only two televi- 
sion channels, the non-commer- 
eial BBC and the Independent 
Television Authority, which is 
run along American lines with 
commercial sponsorship. 

So far ITV has issued no set 
‘ft rules comparable to the BBC's 
anti-violence code. 

In Hollywood, Newspaper 
Enterprise:. columnist Erskine 
Johnson reports he has seen no 
move in the telefilm business 
marking an anti-violence trend. 
Me predicts that the violent se- 


ries will wind up on ITV chan- 


nels in Britain, adding:

The campaign was hastened 
by the recent murder of nine- 
year-old Iris Dawkins of South- 
ampton, stabbed 39 times by a 
boy her own age who confessed:

I watch all the murders and I 
like the way they track them 
down and question them.” 


This murder caused a public 
outery from parent-teachers and 
other interested organizations. 

Worse than violence in its im- 
pact upon children is emotional 
insecurity, according to Ken- 
neth Adam, controller of BBC- 
TV, programs. The BBC, there- 
fore, will cut from television 
shows scenes of desertion, cruel- 
ty at home, friction between par- 
ents. 


In general, all material likely 
to have an adverse effect on 
children will be kept from the 
BBC screen until after 9 p.m. by 
which time the children are 
supposed to be asleep. 

Under the new anti-violence 
code the following are out for 
children: 

® Bad habits in “good” char- 
acters, such as chain-smoking. 


® Disablement and = injury 
used to sharpen a dramatic 
crisis. Also, embarrassing ner- 


sonal handicaps such as stutter- 
ing. 

® Brutality in fighting scenes, 
and the use of blackjacks, knives, 
whips and bottles as weapons. 

Out for both adults and chil- 
are distasteful scenes of 
violence towards women and 
animals. Also, adults will not be 
allowed to see scenes of con- 
trived violence, or shots which 
dwell too long on the gruesome, 
bloody aspects of a fight.
